SGHAEFFER RESIGNS 
MIDi^VESClTY 
WHEyEQUESTED 

Superintendent of Wator Company 
Charred With Maktaff Balltion* 

Remarks Asked to Quit .li>h 
And Leave Town, 

August Schaeffer, for many years su- 
perintendent of the Maysville Water 
Company, resigned his position yes- 
terday at the request of the company 
and upon their advise left the elty on 
the next I ruin for CovlnRlon to Join 
ills family there. . 

Sclinefrrr In ii niilivp of Cerniany l)ut 
a nntiinillzcil cllizcii nf tlm I'lilled 
States. Ileforc the United Stale:" en- 
tered the war he was open In Ms de- 
nunciation of our present allies nnd 
even openly denouneed I'resident Wil- 
son and other high American ofllciais. 
Since the United States entered the 
war, however, he has not been so open 
In his criticism of the naflon and its 
head but many rumors have been 
H|iread alMut the olty at different 
times that he had been continuing In 
his seditious talk against our govern- 
ment and our allies. On several or- 
cnsions feellUR ran very high nmonp 
the patriotic citizens of onr elty and 
when llio report was clrenl.ited that 
patiy iillicials called S<luii'f1er hefore 
coiild polHoii nil of the citlzeim of 
MiivKville in a very slum lime if lie 
so desired, the entire ciiy was iiidls- 
nant. At this liine the Wuli r I'oni- 
pany ofllelnla called .Scliaeffer hefore 
them and Instructed him that he muxt 
not make such roiimrks or fiive any 
one reason for starting such reports. 
He at that time denied very vigorous- 
ly that he had at any time niade such 
a statement. 

Some months afterward another re- 
port was circulated that Schaelfer had 
made some seditious remark and feel- 
ing ran so very nigh among the peo- 
ple of the community that he was 
called before the local Federal auth- 
orities. He BRain denied making the 
remark hiil the nHh ials HuwKosted 
that lie make a piililii' siaiemenf of 
his liiyiilly to the riiiteil Silates and 
its olIiciulH. lie then niaile a slale- , 
nient which wnw piihlisliecl in llie lo- 
cal press in wliieli he ilinled luivinn 
made any rlisloyal nlleiiuices since 
the I'nited StatcH entered war witli 
the German Koveri^ient. In this Ions 
Htatemcnt he told of his having loft 
riermany to escape military oppres- 
sion and renewed again his loyalty to 
this government pledged when he be- 
came a ciUien of our country. 

A few days ago, it is reported, 
SchaeOer entered a local manufaotur- 
ign plant and inquired of a workman 
what wages he was receiving. After 
being told he is alleged to hitve 
replied that the trouble with the 
American nation was that It was get- 
ting rich off the war with Germany 
and that the poor lalioring man wus 
not reeelvinc his full share of these 
inilllons of (lollarx coming to our 
country because of the war. 

This report spr^d like wildfire 
over the city and great Indignation 
was expressed. Suggestion was made 
that a Patriotic League of Maysviilu' 
citizens be formed to visit Scliaeffer 
and Instruct him that Maysville did 
not diesire him as a cltlien longer If 
he persisted in making such remarks 
about our government as could be 
construed to be unpatrlbtle. 

Yesterday morning Iqoal Federal 
ofllilals called on President fearce, 
of the Maysville Water Company, who 
happened tg be in the tsity, and told 
him of the plans that had been sug- 
gested by citizens and urged upon Mr. 
I'earce that Sehaeffer be discharged 
and instructed to leave the city hefore 
the patience of the |>eople was worn 
threadbare and the indignation of the 
people 'took some form of demonstni' 
tlOn. 

Pre.ildent I'earce sent immediately 
for Scliaeffer and told hini that his 
resignation was desired. The resigna- 
tion was offered Immediately and ac- 
cepted. He was then advised to. leave 
the olty as soon, as possible and he 
left on the first C. ft O. train- tor Cov- 
ipgton where bis family now resides. 

Soliaeffer was an expert entf neer and 
one of the best water works men In 
tbe oonntry. He had lived here for 
mapy years and* had raised a family 
here. Many friends be had made 
prior to tbe war bu^ bis talk even bo- 
fore the United States entered the 
war had made him many bitter ene- 
mies and the reports of his remarks 
uiloged to have been ,mado under- 
handed and by •luiinuullon since our 
nation has entered the war made liiiu 
probably the inoxt unpopular illiien 
in MayHvllle.

The ("ovini!ton was the Heroiid of 
the great Cerman liners seized at the 
oiitlireak of the War to be sent down 
liy (JeriiiHny's see. wolves and is the 
third .American troop ship to be de- 
stroyed. All were homeward bound. 
The former Hamlmrg American liners 
rresldent Lincoln was sunk last May 
nnd the .Antilles, formerly a Mor- 
gan liner, was sent down last October 

17. 

The Navy Depaftment's announce- 
ment tonight al the torpedoing of the 
Covington said none of tbe offlcers 
nnd men landed 'Was "seriously in- 
jured", but the nipber probably was 
not given i» Tice Admiral Sims' des- 
patch.

The eonntry is in a mood to accept another "work or figlit" or 
der from (Ifiicnil C'towdtM- tliiit will be much more drastic than Uie 
one soon to be put in operulioii. Tlu-ro is plenty of evidence that a 
great many slackers of draft age will not be reached by the order tbnt 
will not bo renclipd by the order that went into effect on July 1. 
These men are enRngod in essential industries, to he sure, hut they 
are not working iuiylliing like full time In many instances they are 
working only three or four days each wdek, when there is enough 
work to keep them busy the full six. 

For Instanee, it is reported tiiiit in a so)ithern eoal district liun- 
dreds of young married men who have seeured exemption on occu- 
pational grounds are idle approximately one-third of the iime. The 
work is there to do. but sjnce they receive high wages they feel that 
the yaen nlTord to loaf two or three days each week. It matters not 
" to them that war industries are erying for eoal, and that inillions 
o£ American homes are threatened with anotlier fuel famine nex*. 

-^winter. . . 

This spoctaele is not one to delight the hearts of those patriotic 
Americans who toll long hours six oi- seven days each week in order 
to help their country win the war. It is particularly annoying to 
see this sort of thing going on when it could so easily be prevented. 
Let the war department issue an order piitting in Class 1 all men 
of draft age who nnrcasonably rcfusi' to work six days each week, 
and the slackers who are now loafing a third of the time would sud- 
denly find it to their advantage to work regularly. 

In this eonneetion it might be well to remind congress that if the 
draft ago were changed so as to inelude botli younger and older men 
it would be much easier for the goverinncnt to induee the able-bodied 
to do their share. If tijere is anything that will make a lazy man 
work it is the fear of being put in the army, where it somistimes 
necessary to work twenty-fo ur hours a day.

More than 800 penalties tor viola- 
tion of rules and regulations govern' 
ing licensed dealers in foodatufts have 
been Imposed during the past 10 
months by the Food" Administration 
About 160 companies and individuals 
have been ordered t« quit business lu 
llcen.qo<l commndlties for a limited or 
unlimited period, and over 600 have 
voluntarily made a money payment 
usually tiT the Red fross, or have 
temporarily ahstaiiied from doing 
business, rather than risk calling 
down more drastic penalties ()pon 

tlieir heads. 

A vast number of other eases have 
been (lisjiosed of by Federal food ail 
ministrators In the various States and 
Territories under the authority of. but 
without speclflc appeal to. headquar 
tors at Washington. In a large num- 
ber of other oases the desired eompll 
ance has been secured without pen 
alty. More than 2.500 oases- arising 
out of the shipment of foods and feeds 
.many of them perishable, have 'been 
iiisposed of. 

Penalties Inflicted from the passage 
of the food-control act, August 10. 
1917, to June 1, 1918, may be sum- 
marized as follows.

THE STATE BOARD OF 
NCALTNSTHi EXISTS 

.Slatement Itefiiling Thai Kentufky In 
^VKhoiil Hoard (if llenith. 

Below will be founil a statement in 
answer to one recently made by ftr. 
Heiier, and liearing on the Board of 
Health controversy. It Is signed by 
Drs. John G South, W. W. Richmond, 
I. A. Shirley and J. N. McCormaok. 
and is as follows: 

"The statement which has appear- 
ed in some Louisrillb paper that Ken- 
tucky is without a State Board of 
Health Is wholly without foundation. 
For a great many years. Kentucky 
bas had and now has a State Board 
of Health which has performed, and 
is today performing, all of its func- 
tions. The suit Instituted by Dr. 
South and lils associates on that 
board to prevent interiereiice by Dr. 
lleiziT and Ills assodiiles ehilniln;; to 
constitute a State Itourd ofe Health, 
not iiiily iliiPB not Interfere with tlie 
performaiiee of the duties inii>osed 
upon the board, but Cnables the board 
to perform Us duties without inter- 
ference. The State Hoard of Health 
and all its employee are actively en- 
gaged in the performance of all du- 
ties and responsibilities Imposed' by 
law upon them, having loyally and 
unanlmoutly agreed to continue their 
service as long as needed. It the 
defendants have in fact ordered mall, 
telegrams and telephone calls for the 
states Board* of Health to be delivered 
to them, they have violated the re- 
straining order entered by the FVank- 
lln Circuit Court, and are In contempt 
of court ' 

Before the law, under a voil sec- 
tion of vvliic li lliey rlnini to bold, of- 
fice, became (ipiMaiive an aKreenient 
was cntpred into beiwc-en the legal 
reprpsentallves of tlie plainiiffs air- 
f the dcfendaiilR thai a test suit 
slioui<l be Instituted and tried out be- 
fore the effective date of the law. 
When this suit was prepared. Dr. 
Metser and his associates declined to 
carry out the agreement, the purpose 
of which was to avoid any Inconven- 
ience In the administration of the 
law. As a result, however, of the re- 
straining order entered by the Frank- 
lin Circuit Court, the health laws- of 
the State of Kentucky can and will 
bp enforced without Interferenre. and 
the life and health of the people of 
the Comnionweaitb can and will be 
properly safeguarded. 

"While we are averse to disciiss- 
ing our case in the presa In advance 
of Its determination by the courts, 
we feel that the sensational state- 
ments attributed by thp press to some 
of the defcndanlH In. the suit justify 
us in making this statement, inas- 
much as the people of the Common- 
wealth are entitIM to know that the 
laws enacted forKhelr protection will 
be enforced In tl)p future as ip the 
past." — ^Bowling Oreen Vlmes-Jour- 
nal.

It Is also brought to your atten- 
tion and to all retailers, jobbers and 
those who in any way sell sugar, that 
from this day and until further notice. 
It is forbidden to sell or to deliver 
sugar to those holding what is term- 
ed "home canning certiflcat^," unless 
these home canning oertlflektes have 
been Issued by the local County Food 
Administrators direct to the consum- 
er.

From the time the great journalist 
mounted the sUge being introduced 
by Mr. Colt, general manager of the 
Tolt Aliier Chautauqua compahy. he 
hold his audience with descriptions of 
i what he had seen on the fighting front 
in I'"'rnnee and FlaiiderB as only IrvIn 
(•ohi) conid do and just to make the 
lecture sound like Cobb, the luimorisi, 
as well as Cobb, the reporter, lie 
threw into It some of his wit which 
always went for a hearty round of 
laughs and brought forth loud ap- 
plause.

He took special cafe to 
praise those men who make up the 
ammunition trains of our army and 
was loud in .his praise of the colored 
American troopers who have been 
giving such a fine account of them- 
selves during the nghling now In 
progress. 

Wonderful were his many experi- 
ences in the war zone and Interesting 
have been his accounts of those ex- 
periences published in the newspa- 
pers and magazines but it takes Cobb- 
himself to tell the story and those 
who heard him last night know more 
about what is goilic on oVar in north- 
em Franoe than they could have 
learned in most any other way. 

The Castle Court Singers gave a 
very beautiful progi^m of Hlngllsh 
songs In costume preceding Mr. 
Cobb's lecture. They are high class 
musicians and their program last 
night went liig^iththe audience, be- 
ing called back on several numberB. 

As an added and unexpected fea- 
ture of the last night's program Mr. 
Colt, general manager of the Colt- 
Alber Chautauqua Company, gave a 
sho^ talk to the largf audience. Mr. 
Colt add his eompuy deserve the 
thanks of the people of this section 
for such a line week's progrsoa; Many 
think it the beat Chautauqua program 
Maysvitia has ever had. At' any rate 
it has been flrst-olaia in every respect 
and the peapla of Miywville and com-

The state law which was passed by 
the rsoent session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly requiring all weeds 
and shrubbery to be cut along the 
pikes and roadi^ is as follows: 
BE IT ENACTEiD BY THB QBNBRAL 
ABSBMBLY OP THB COMMON- 
WBALTH or RBNTUCKY: 

1. That It Shall be 'the duty otavery 
owner, controller and manager of 
laifds bordering and abutting on the 
publlo highways of this Common- 
wealth, -for the distance which their 
said land so abuts and borders, when 
so ordered by the Fiscal Court of his 
county, to cut, clear away, remove 
and carry from along side the public 
liltliways. all bushes, weeds, shrubs 
and dvertiaiiulng limbs of trees and 
all other siioli obstructionB along such 
highways nnd to keep all hedge fences 
along such highway so trimmed anil 
out back, that same, at no time will 
become more than five feet high. 

2. The brush, bushes, weeds, ovar- 
hanglng limbs of trees and all other 
obBtruotlons along the highways of 
the several oountlfs of this Common- 
wealtjh^uea. to be removed therefrom 
between the 1st day of July and the 
•20th day of August of every year, and 
It shall be the. duty of the County 
Road Engineer of the several coun- 
ties of this Conmionwealth to publish 
In some county paper of the county 
in wliidi til. y act for at least two 
conBeciitlve weeks before the first day 
of .Inly of every year and to give 
notice by handblllB posted In not less 
than ten conspicuous places In each 
voting precinct in their counties out- 
side of the Incorporated toVns, the 
requirements of this act and the du- 
ties' Incumbent on sucH persons or 
own, control and manage lands bor- 
dering and abutting on the public 

3. Every person who violates the 
provlBlon of this act by failure to per- 
form the duties as herein required 
shall on conviction be fined In a sum 
of not loss than two dollars nor more 
hiin fifty dollars. And the County 
lload Kngineer shall on conviction be 
fined in the sum of not loss than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars for his failure to 
publish the notices as herein required. 

4. The cosU of publication of the 
notices herein required are to be paid 
by the Fiscal Court of the county In 
which the notices were published and 
posted. — 

6. All laws or parts Of laws in 
conflict with this act are heraby re^ 

pealed 

'I'liis law is published so that all 
may lieeonie familiar with it and it 
will be necessary to enforce It In Ma- 
son county rigidly.
